AVIATION IN ST. LOUIS. 

The award of the national air races to St. Louis this 
year gives the city both a job and an opportunity. 
“The afr race meet, Including the Pulltser trophy 
speed race, has grown {fn importance and interest 
until ft may be designated as the greatest sporting 


a event in the world. Ualike most sporting events, how- 


ever, the interest lies net only in the sport but in its 
highly valuable contribution to commercial and mili- 
tary aviation. 

It is through these races, as {t was through automo 
bile races, that development of the airplane is ex- 
pected to reach a high standard. In the competition 
for superior models and motors combining speed with 
safety and carrying capacity the airplane becomes not 
only a racing and pléasure machine Dut & practical 
means of speedy transportation for commercial pur- 
poses. Its efficiency as one of the most important 
arms of military defense is brought to a high stand- 
ard. In short, while the meet offers thrilling sport, 
the results contribute to the science and art of avia- 
Hon and to the perfection of the various types of 
fiyring machine. 

The first dutr of St. Louis Ifes in making the races 
a success: tn preparing an adequate field for the 
races: underwriting ample money for the prepera- 
tion of the fie'd. the housing and service of the ma- 


chines and the offering of attractive prizes. But the. 


object of citizens should not be a successful race 
alone. but the equipping of St. Louis with a good, 


‘permanent field and all necessary accessories for 
commercial uses. 


Commercial aviation has come to stay and grow 
into a business of first importance. Fieids are mu!- 
tiplying and airplanes and dirigibies are being per- 
fected to a point which-makes aerial transportation 
not only the speediest Dut the safest mode of loco- 
motion. Americans who go to Europe think nothing 
of taking an airplane between London and Paris and 
other points connected by aerial service running on 
schedule. It should not be necessary for Americans 
to go to Europe to travel by airplanes and dirigibies 
Routes of travel should and will be increased in this 
country with rapidity. The races in this city should 
arouse Louisans to the necessity of putting St. 
Louis on the serial map, not only fn the matter of 
airplane facilities and commercial mail transporta- 
tion by air, but im the serfal machine industry. As 
the central city of the country St. Louis should be the 
center of aerial industry and travel. It can be made 
the center. 

The membership of the Nationa! Aeronautic Asso- 
ciation in the International Aeronautic Association 
opens national contests to international entries. For 
the first time in the history of the race meet this 
year's meet will probabiy be international, thus 
heightening the interest of the races and competitive 
exhibits. The record of 206 miles an hour of last 
vear’s Pulitzer speed race and the records of 7249 
miles made by Lieut. Maughan, the winner. and of 22 
miles by Gen. Mitchell, in short bursts of speed, indi- 
cate a record this year of 250 miles or more. 

With the air races in October will be held the na- 
tional convention and institute of the Nationa! Aero- 
nautic Association. bringing to the city the men rep- 
resenting the scientific, industrial and flying tnterests 
of aviation. The rapid increase in the interest in the 
national races presages the largest sttemdance at the 
races and convention that has yet been recordea 
| Prompt action on the part of St. Louis to prepare 
for the event is imperative. The preliminary com- 
mittee which guaranteed the expenses of the meet 
and obtained the races must be enlarged to embrace 
all the civic and business interests. The city shouid 
be a unit in assuring the success of the meet and the

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future of St. Louis as an aviation center.

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DIAGNOSING FEENCH MADNESS. 

Premier Jan Christian Smuts of the Union of South 
Africa, a leading spirit in the creation of the League 
of Nations, regards the present European situation as 
“more fraught with peril than it has been at any other 
time in the past hundred years.” “The statesmen.” 
he says, “seem to have lost all sense of proportion 
Theyv appear to be prepared to sacrifice even the 
world’s future to their own ideas of security and rep- 
arations. Why. the men are mad.” 

The wise men of the world are having a difficul' 
time to reconcile the course of French statesman- 
ship with any plausible theory of reason. Mr. Lioyd 
George is of the belief that the extension of the per- 
manent boundary of France to the Rhine and the 
political dismemberment of Germany have been in the 
back of the minds of French leaders since the con- 
clusion of the war. There must be leaders of Frenc 
thought, if not of French politics, who would recog- 
nize even such a consummation of national] >elfish- 
ness as incompatibie with the future peace of Europe 
and the security of France. istory has too often 
demonstrated the ultimate futility of conquest and 
the subjugation of foreign peoples. Common obser- 
vation ought to convince French leadership of the 
menace of Russia and the attractiveness of the present 
situation for the turning loose of chaos under Rus- 
sian leadership. 

There appears to de something besides ‘imper‘a! 
ambition, reparations or national security underlr- 
ing the course of the French leaders. Poincare's 
| premiership is the direct product of political expioita-

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THE TWELVE-HOUR DAY'S SWAN SONG. 

In what fs described as a “confidential memoran- 
dum” Chairman Gary of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration has urged his fellow directors to assist him 
in eliminating the 12-hour day. Mr. Gary's position 
fs said to be this: He does not regard the 12-hour 
day as harmful! but is ready to abolish it in deference 
to public sentiment. - 

Public sentiment. {t may be asserted, has long been 
opposed to the 12-hour day for economic as well as 
humanitarian reasons. Of that fact Mr. Gary, of 
course, has been aware. His belated acknowledge 
ment of ft. however, is interesting. It derives from 
the Interchurch World Movement’s report on the steel 
strike. 

That report is old now, but {ft still rankles. FRe- 
cently an organized propaganda has developed, sup- 
posedly sponsored by the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, to discredit the document. Mr. Gary him- 
self, in his official memorandum, digresses far enough 
to observe that the Interchurch report was “prefu- 
diced, grossly unfair and venomous.” Such adiectives
